The month of June was a very, very busy time, with something 


every day and night and in between. 


On Friday, June 1, we had our regular meeting for the 
Presidency in the morning. There were many other appointments 
through the day. In the early evening we drove to the monument 
where we were received and I was one of the speakers. This was 
the conclusion of the race of runners from Nauvoo to Salt Lake 
City. They completed and came in during the program that was 
held at the monument and the Governor and other speakers and I 
were occupied, and the Tabernacle Choir did the singing. We 
received the runners as they completed their journey and came 


to the meeting. 


When we finished the program at the monument, we rushed 


down to the Lion House and joined the descendants of Brigham 


Young in the Brigham Young birthday dinner, where I spoke again. 


I told these people that this also was my mother's birthday 
on June 1, and I told them a little about my father and my mother, 


with her red hair and blue eyes. 
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Sunday was Jupe 3. We went at noon to the home of Terry 
and Susan Johnson,/ They have a new baby. The child was a male 
and was named Michael. We ate dinner which we carried to the 


Johnson home, Mother having prepared it at our home. 


The week before we had been to the hospital to see the mother 
and the new baby. We had a good dinner at the Johnson home and 
then returned to our home to attend the sacrament meeting in our 


‘ 
own ward. 


Tuesday, June 5. This, like all other days of these weeks, 


was a busy day. 


We had a press conference at the office. We had had one 
the week before for the United Press. This day we had a press 


conference for the paper at Seattle. 


Sunday, June 10, 1979. Brother Packer and Brother Haight fA” 
accompanied me to the Los Angeles Temple where we had a very 


large public meeting in the Los Angeles Temple. 


% Another night this month John Simonsen and his wife brought 


their son, John, and his wife and sons to my home in the evening 
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where I set apart this son of John, Jr., for his mission. He is 
deaf but has adjusted beautifully to his training. He was looking 
forward to his mission. 

June 11, Arthur and Camilla and I flew to Atlanta where we 
changed planes and went to Columbia, South Carolina, and were met 
at the plane by President Woodrow and his counselors and others. 
Then we drove out to‘the home of President Fish, the first 
counselor, where we ate a very pleasant dinner out on the lawn 
and enjoyed a very pleasant evening with the Fish family and the 
stake presidency and their families in a home evening that was 
delightful. The counselors were Fish and Bass. We participated 
with them in the home evening, and then returned to the Woodrow 


home where we remained for three nights. 


June 12. With the stake presidency and their wives we drove 
to Fort Moultrie where the Civil War would break out on the island 
off the coast. Then we went back to the stake building and then 
back south to Columbia. These were very pleasant people to be 


with and they were very kind to us. 


Thursday morning we arose very early and were driven to the 
airport and said a fond goodbye to the people who had been so kind 


to us in the past three days. We flew back to Atlanta and then to 


Orlando, Florida, where we were met by Harvey Dahl and his wife, 


Margaret, who drove us then to the ranch, and it was good to be

back in their home again where they have always entertained us so 


well. 
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After a luncheon prepared by Sister Dahl, we went for a 
horseback ride on the ranch and then over to the orange grove 
across the way and then we rested a while and went finally in 
the late afternoon at 6 o'clock to the barbecue dinner at the 


rodeo grounds on the ranch. 


Harvey and I rode back to the ranch and got the two horses 
which we transported back to the rodeo grounds. We had had a 
very delightful dinner with all the ranch hands at the rodeo 
grounds. Now, we got on the horses and he and I rode back into 
the rodeo grounds. He did some cowboy work and I merely sat on 


the horse and watched the performance. 


When the evening was finished, we then went back to the ranch 


home where we spent a very pleasant night on the ranch. 


June 14, 1979, was a very pleasant day. We drove to Orlando 


and to the Disneyland where we attended a very excellent program. 


We saw the Hall of the Presidents and other programs. Then in the 


evening we went to the Polynesian program where we enjoyed a 


Polynesian program with many Polynesian people who were members of 


the Church in large measure.

Camilla spoke and Arthur and I. We spoke rather off the cuff and 


it was better than usual and the people were delighted with our 


visit and crowded around the entrance and the car as usual. 


We then went back to the home and had luncheon at the invitation 
of Sister Dahl and then they drove us into Orlando again and Brother 
and Sister Dahl, Camilla and Arthur and I Participated in the 
bishop's baptismal program. This was to precede the sacrament 
meeting. The bishop spoke and then Andrew took little Jim Pedersen 


down into the waters of baptism and baptized him. We then went 
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into the sacrament meeting and Patricia and her two little sons 
joined akixmfxux the rest of us in the sacrament meeting where 
Andrew and I and some of the bishopric participated in the con- 
firmation of little Jim Pedersen. He seemed to be well prepared 
for his ordinances. We then went through the sadranent meeting 


with the family and had the usual crowded situation where everyone 


wanted to shake hands with me. 


Monday, June 18, Brother and Sister Dahl drove us into Orlando 


to catch the plane and we flew home again to arrive around noon. 


June 21, 1979. The other days were very, very busy. On June 
21 the people who operated the banquet of the’Gold Platé invited 


us to the Hotel Utah to a very elaborate dinner where it was my 


privilege to give an award for them to Russell Nelson and President 


Tanner and I did the honors. Brother Nelson is the President of the 


Sunday School of all the Church. He was very gracious. He had pres- 
ent his parents, his sisters and their husbands and all ten of his 
children including the little boy, the tenth. This was very pleasing. 
Then they carried on a program and had Olivia de Havilland to speak 
to the congregation. She gave her experiences throughout her life- 
time in her artistic work. It was very pleasant.

Sister Kimball and Brother Tanner and I returned to our homes 


for the night. 
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June 19, 1979. Grandfather Heber C. Kimball's birthday was June 14 
but we celebrated it on the 19th because of our absence. I spoke to 


the very large crowd in the schoolhouse, but I had a very difficult 
time. My voice gave way with me, but I met many.of my relatives 
there and Eddie was in charge of the family reunion. We then drove 


home with our security man. 


On Wednesday evening we went to the home ‘Guy Simmons whose 
guest, the little girl from Sri Lanka, was planning to go home. 


We ate dinner with them and it was very pleasant afterwards. 
June 22, 1979, was also very, very busy. I had another 
press conference with the Seattle man and it was quite satis- 


factory. 


Saturday, June 23, 1979. We left with Arthur and a crowd 


of people to fly to Houston, Texas, early in the morning. We 


reached Houston about mid-morning, drove to the hotel. We were 
fed and had a press conference in the hotel with several paper 
representatives. They were very interesting and wrote the story 


quite satisfactorily. 


At four o'clock we went to the Summit public building where 
we engaged then in a mothers and daughters meeting under the 
direction of Barbara Smith, under my direction. It was a very 
satisfactory meeting. I gave just a moment or two of thought 
before closing the meeting. We returned to the hotel where there 


were crowds in every direction and every place we moved we were 
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beset by many people who came to shake hands. 


At six o'clock Camilla went with Barbara to the stake house 


for a meeting of the stake Relief Society leaders. Elaine Cannon 


had been present also in the mothers and daughters meeting. We 


returned to the Summit building for our stake priesthood meeting 
which was well attended. Several thousand men and hove were 
present, as the building had been well occupied in the afternoon 
by the mothers and daughters. I conducted the priesthood meeting. 
The building was filled. I had left back at the hotel my sermons 
so I talked without notes. We slept in the principal room of the 
hotel and were very kindly treated, and with the security men who 


furnished the security through the night, we were deeply grateful. 


Sunday, June 24. We arose and in a beautiful day, though very 
warm, I walked with the security men around the hotel grounds and 
we finally went back to the Summit meeting where we were greeted 
by 17,026 men, women and children of the Texas area and proceeded 
with the conference. President Romney tid, Conducted the priesthood 


meeting last night and now I conducted both sessions of the Sunday 


conference. We were well received, well taken care of. 


We noted that the streets were filled with cars waiting at 
all the service stations to get their cars filled with gasoline 


as there is at this time a rush on getting gasoline. 


Camilla and I rested a while between the two meetings and 


returned to the two o'clock meeting where there was a house full 
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of people, some 17 or 18 thousand people. The music was ex- 
cellent and the speakers were all splendid. The principal 
speakers were two of the Regional Representatives and President 
Benson, President Romney, Brother Gordon B. Hinckley, Brother 


Larson and Brother Burton Howard of the Seventies. 


Before we left town we went to the hotel and there were 
fed with all the others who had participated in the conference. 


It was an excellent meal. 


We were then driven to the airport where we boarded and 


returned home to our own home by midnight. 


Monday, June 25. I remained the day to catch up on some 


of my work. 
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TRIP TO SOUTH CAROLINA AND FLORIDA 


Mon., June 11 - Mon., June 18, 1979 


Monday, June 11, 1979 


Camilla and Arthur and I left on Eastern Airlines, flight #709, at 
8:30 a.m., en route to Columbia, South Carolina, via St. Louis and Atlanta. 
Arrived Columbia, South Carolina, on Eastern Airlines, flight #784, at 
4:30 p.m., having changed planes at Atlanta. 

We were met at the Columbia Airport at the side of the plane by President 
Charles W. Woodrow and his counselors, President Gary Lyle Fish and 
President James Edward Bass. They met us in a large econo-line van which 


held all of us. We drove then to the home of President Fish in the country 


near Columbia where we had supper out on the lawn and then went inside and had 


a home evening program given by the families of the Stake Presidency. A number 


of friends and family members came to the Fish's before we left. We then went 
to the home of President Woodrow, way out in the country, to stay for the night. 


A number of people were there to greet us when we arrived. 


Tuesday, June 12, 1979 


Left Columbia early in the morning and drove in the van with the Stake 
Presidency and their wives approximately 125 miles to Charleston, South Carolina, 


on the Atlantic Coast, south and east of Columbia. We toured in the van with 
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Sister Janet Woodard (who had a true Charlestonian accent) who told us about the 
city which is over 300 years old (from 1650 to 1979). There are many beautiful 
old homes, two and three hundred years old. The city was not damaged during 
the Civil War because General Sherman went from Columbia, which he destroyed, 
down to Atlanta and on to the sea with a "scorched earth policy" that destroyed 
everything in his way. We then visited a beautiful old home, known as the 
Calhoun House, which was built over a hundred years ago, but had been allowed 

to go into some disrepair. At the time it was built, entirely by hand by 
European artisans, it cost the owner over $200,000. It was recently purchased 
by a young attorney and his wife for $225,000. It has 35 rooms, with 14 foot 
eae ahaa entrance hall. There are 19 bedrooms and 19 baths. The 
house is more than 75 feet high, and the ballroom on the second floor has a 
ceiling 45 feet high. There are beautiful fireplaces in nearly every room. 

It is being restored by the owners. They charge a fee for those who go to see 
it. Much of the furniture is the original in the house. 

When we arrived in Charleston, we were met by Brother Alvie R. Evans, who 
is the president of the Charleston South Carolina Stake. He accompanied us, 
along with his wife and his counselors and their wives, in another van as we 
toured. 

We then went from the Calhoun House to the stake center where we had a 
delicious southern-style dinner with sweet potatoes with pecans on the top, 
shrimp creole, and many other wonderful dishes. 


We then took President and Sister Kimball over to the home of Brother 


and Sister for a rest. The sister is a Puerto Rican, although 


she is very light and fair and, of course, speaks Spanish fluently, which is her 
native tongue. I promised I would send her some records and particularly 


"Cielito Lindo," the choir in Spanish. 
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After the rest, we then drove over to Ft. Moultrie, which is just across 
the bay from Ft. Sumter where the Civil War began. We saw a film telling about 
Ft. Moultrie, which is over 200 years old, and looked over at Ft. Sumter where 
the first shot was fired on Ft. Sumter marking the beginning of the Civil War. 
Thirty-two years before the Civil War, the Prophet Joseph Smith prophesied 
there would be a Civil War and it would begin with the succession of South 
Carolina, which proved to be true. 

After seeing Ft. Moultrie, we raced back to Columbia where we had dinner 
with the Mission President, Robert Hal Parker, and his wife, the Regional 


Representative and his wife, and members of the Stake Presidency and the 


family of President and Sister Woodrow. We were tired and ready for bed. 


Wednesday, June 13, 1979 


At 10:00 a.m., went to the stake center and met with all the missionaries 


of the Columbia South Carolina Mission, approximately 200. President and 


Sister Kimball and Arthur spoke, as well as the Mission President and his wife. 


We then had lunch there at the chapel, and President and Sister Kimball had 
a little rest and then at 2:00 had a youth meeting with 1,400 or more in 
attendance. The building was completely filled, and 200 or more were standing 
outside. Again, President and Sister Kimball and Arthur spoke. 

Following the meeting, President and Sister Kimball went to the home 
of President and Sister Bass for a rest and for supper, and Arthur met Brother 
Christensen and went with him to the state prison, near Columbia, where we 


met Mark Christensen, the son of Brother Christensen, the former Bishop, who 


had been in prison for 15 months. He is a fine, husky, handsome young man, 
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Returned to the hotel where we enjoyed a nice buffet lunch, and after 


about a 15-minute rest left again for the Plaza de Toros for another general 


session from 1:00 to 3:00 p.m. There were 8, 530 present. 
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We went by bus directly to the Mitras Stake Center where we held a 


priesthood session from 4:00 to 6:00 p.m. The sisters remained in the 


Plaza de Toros for the mother and daughter session. 

Yesterday, it was very clear and warm all day, although it had been 
stormy prior to our arrival. Today it was overcast and quite cool, and we 
wore sweaters and coats all during the meeting because the bullring is very 
open with just a roof over it, so we had difficulty keeping warm. Following 
the priesthood and mother and daughter meetings, we then went back to the 
hotel where we had a nice buffet dinner at 7:00 p.m. with our group and with 


local Mission Presidents. 


Yesterday, one of the elders, who is an assistant to the Mission 
President, Elder Michael Udall of Eagar, Arizona, got word that his father 
had been killed while driving his company truck at Gallup, New Mexico. I 
am, of course, acquainted with this young man's family. His companion is 
Elder Atkin of St. George, grandson of President Rudger Atkin, former 
President of the St. George Temple. We did what we could to comfort Elder 
Udall and this evening, President Romney andI gave him a blessing. Elder 
Udall then introduced us to the Delarosa family, whom he had converted and 
baptized one year ago today. We met Brother Delarosa and his wife and 
five children. They presented me with a very beautiful desk pen set inscribed 
with a map of Mexico and the area of the Monterrey Area Conference marked out. 


Working with such artifacts is Brother Delarosa's job. It is a very beautiful 


pen set, and it has my name inscribed onit. Elder Udall met this family 

while tracting one evening with his companion. They had been working all 

day with no success, and it was raining and they were tired. They were headed 
for home but decided to make one more stop. So they knocked on the home 

of the Delarosa family, who lived immediately behind the largest Catholic 
church in Monterrey. They were invited in and the elders taught them the 
gospel. They were devout Catholics but were baptized one year ago today. 


Brother Delarosa is now the stake president of the Sunday School in Monterrey, 


and Sister Delarosa is the ward Relief Society president. They are a lovely 
family and are a sample of the work being done by these missionaries. Elder 
Udall has baptized 200 people thus far in his mission and has four months 


to go. 


After meeting the families of the brethren who had acted as our 


security during the conference, we retired to our beds. 


Monday, February 21, 1977 


Got up early and put our bags out at 6:30 a.m.; ate some fruit in our 
room, then left by bus at 7:30 for the airport, a long ride of nearly 20 miles 
on rather bad roads; arrived in the rain and departed at 9:00 a.m. on 


Mexicana, flight #703, arriving in Mexico City at 10:05 a.m. We were met 


at the airplane, andass as we stepped out of the door, a young lady was 


there to meet us, representing the protocol office of the Department of State 


for the government of Mexico 


out into the cabinet room, which had a large table and very antique chairs, 

a beautiful crystal chandelier and beautifully pannelled walls. In the group 

were myself, President Romney and David Kennedy, Arthur Haycock, secretary, 
Ernest L. Wilkinson Jr., personal physician, and Earl Jones, personal 
security. We waited for a few moments and then President Romney, David 


Kennedy, and I were ushered into the office of the new President of Mexico, 


Juan Lopez Portillo. Dr. Wilkinsoh) Earl Jones, and Arthur remained in 


the cabinet room where they were entertained by President's aides and by a 
woman from the protocol office. 

A young Army officer, an aide to the President, came up to us and 
said he was E Church, had joined in Veracruz, Mexico, and 
had been in the Church about eight years, but then as he became active in 
politics and in the Army, he found, he said, that it wasn't compatible with 

work to continue with Ch 
back from advancement so he has n 
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A tall handsome young man, and I believe we can get him activated in the Church. 


The appointment with President Portillo was supposed to be for 15 
minutes, but it lasted for more than a half hour, nearly 45 minutes. In 
the meantime, the cabinet room, about the size of the conference room in 
the First Presidency office, began to fill up with very distinguished men with 
brief cases, who were members of the cabinet, and they began to smoke 
cigars and pace up and down, waiting for the President to come and meet 
with them. One man in particular was the Guber Nacional Maestro Reyes, 
with whom we had met last Monday in his office in another building. He took 
the place of Moe Palencia and is the Minister of interior and education. Burton 
Howard says he is the most powerful man in Mexico, but he is the number two 
man, and a man with whom the Church and our Church schools will have to 
work all the time. Last week when we met with him and his deputy, who is 
an attorney, he was very formal and rather cool. He walked in, briskly 
shook hands, sat down, and listened briefly to our statements which were 
interpreted by Brother Burton Howard. We told him we were happy with the 
leadership, and the new President, President Portillo, was giving to Mexico 
and that we always taught our people to be loyal citizens and support their 
government and their leaders. I quoted the thirteenth Article of Faith to him 
and also told him that we had strong family relationships and believed in 


building the family, and in so doing, if we had strong families, we had strong 


nations. He said he agreed with this very much. Then he suddenly got up, 


which was an indication that the brief interview was concluded. We shook 
hands and left. As we came out of the office with President Portillo, he 


found who had been keeping him and the 25 or 30 other cabinet members waiting 


for a half hour and saw President Romney and me. I am sure it must have 
been somewhat of a surprise to him. He walked right over to us and shook 
hands with both of us. I believe this will have a salutary effect upon him 

now, and perhaps he will have a greater consideration for us and our program, 
seeing that we have been on such good terms with the President of the country 


who appointed him to his position. 


Following the meeting with President Portillo, we immediately left 


by the private elevator, and the young woman, a head of protocol for the 
Mexican government, drove us back to our hotel where we had a nice lunch 
and a brief rest and then went back to the airport and caught the plane at 

2:45 p.m., Pan American, flight #501, and arrived in Guatemala City on time 
at 4:25 p.m. where we had a very nice reception by the Mission President 
and local brethren and stake presidents. Brother Kenneth Ralph Goodman 

is the first secretary of the Embassy there, and he was able to arrange many 
special favors and considerations for our party. We went right through 
Immigration and Customs without stopping and then into a special room for 

a brief TV interview and then got on an air-conditioned bus and had a police 
escort to the hotel, the Camino Real, a very beautiful place, and found there 


lovely rooms and fruit in our rooms waiting for us. 


After a brief rest, we went downstairs to the Petenitza and Atitlan 


rooms at the hotel and had dinner with the local priesthood leaders and their 


There were 25 beautiful little girls in native Indian costume who then 
sang a couple of songs for us. The people then presented us with a beautiful 
wall hanging with our names woven into it. It will be sent home to us so we 


will not have to carry it. This is a very fine example of the local Indian art. 


We then left by bus, with police escort, for the cultural program in the 


National Gymnasium. It was a very entertaining and beautiful program and 
had a very explosive and rather breathtaking finale. The final act included 
a carnival dance where people danced with masks on, and one young man had 
on a largemask of a bull. It covered the upper part of his body. He danced 
all around and then suddenly fireworks began to explode from it. There were 
Roman candles, pinwheels, and firecrackers. The Roman candles shot up 
over the scenery and out into the audience, and we were sitting on the front 
row. One Roman candle went right under Elder Tom Perry's legs and another 
one came by about three feet high and hit Sister Wilkinson and Sister Kennedy 
and singed their eyebrows and their hair. It was indeed a rousing and 
explosive finale to the program. could hz been serious, however, because 
the Roman candles could have set fire to the gy um or could have badly 
burned one of our group. 

We then returned to the hotel, again with a police escort, and hada 


good night's rest. 


Tuesday, February 22, 1977 


We ate some fruit in our room and also had some bread and milk 


provided very thoughtfully by one of the local white brothers and his wife 


who are here on a building mission. It tasted very good. We then left the 
hotel for the National Gymnasium and held a general session from 10:00 a.m. 


to 12:00 noon. There were 7,410 present. 


(Attach program. 
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At 1:30 p.m., we left for the National Gymnasium where the sisters 
attended the mother and daughter session, and the brethren went on over to 
the Guatemala 2nd Ward chapel where we held a priesthood meeting at the 
same hour. Following the priesthood session, we rode in the bus back to 


the mother and daughter session and picked up the sisters there. 


We then took a brief tour of some of the areas that had been very 
badly damaged by the earthquake. Some of them have not been rebuilt, others 
are just living in little shanties that they have fixed up with cardboard and 
tin and are in serious circumstances. The government is working frantically 


to build a number of apartments, low-cost housing for these poeple, We 


passed one of our ward chapels that was in the very center of the damaged area. 


The steeple fell, but the rest of the chapel was not damaged. Our people got 
along quite well in this area. 

The place where the missionary was hurt was some distance away. 
IT had a chance to visit with him at the dinner last night, Randy Ellsworth of 
Washington, D.C. He now walks without crutches but has braces. He has a 
wonderful spirit, and he puts in 70 hours a week and is teaching the gospel 
to three ministers at the present time. He walks three and a half miles 
beyond the bus stop to get to his place of lodging. He is a very brave and 
determined young man and doing a marvelous work and is a great inspiration 


to his companions and to all others. 


After viewing the earthquake damage, which was extensive indeed, 
we continued on to the airport to take the plane for San Jose, Costa Rica. A 
number of us, including Camilla, President Romney, the Kennedys, and 
Arthur were on the elevator going up to the next floor where the planes depart 
and the elevator stopped, and we were caught in there for 15 or 20 minutes. 


There was a native man in the elevator, and we were able to pry the door 


open far enough for him to call out. We were stuck between floors and finally 


got the attention of some of the people, and they worked on it and were able 


to free it in time for us to catch the plane. 


We then left on Pan American, flight #541, at 5:50 p.m. en route to 
San Jose, Costa Rica, where we arrived on time at 7:20 p.m. We had another 
rousing welcome and with the help of friends, we did not have to go through 
Customs or the Immigration. Our entire party boarded a bus which was pulled 
up right along side the plane, and then we were driven to the Hotel Irazu, 
the largest in Central America, where we stayed for the night. The rooms 
are not large, but they are comfortable. There were some beautiful trees 
outside our window, called flame trees, or Blancia, so named for the Indian 


girl that Pizarro

Thursday, June 23, 1977 


This morning at eight o'clock was the opening session of the seminar for 
new mission presidents who have recently been called and will be going to their 
fields of labor in a few days. There are 54 of them, the largest group ever sent 
out at one time. I addressed the group at 8:30 and then stayed and listened to the 


balance of the program this morning. 


Returned to my office briefly before going to the 26th floor for a luncheon 
in connection with the seminar. Also attended for about an hour a portion of the 


afternoon's program. 


Had consultation with President Tanner and also with Elder Thomas S. Monson 


before going home about five o'clock. 


This evening at 6:30 went to the home of Elder Bruce R. McConkie and attended 
a dinner for the new mission presidents who have been assigned to preside in missions 


in the eastern portion of South America.

Friday, June 24, 1977 
Camilla and [ left Salt Lake City in company with Arthur and his 
wife, Maurine, Friday morning, June 24, at 9:35a.m. We left on board 


American Airlines, flight #176, arriving in Chicago on time at 1:23 p.m 


the 
We then had a long, long walk from/American arrival area:‘to the Eastern 


concourse where we departed on Eastern, flight #211, at 2:35 p.m. We 
arrived in Orlando, Florida, on time at 6:02 p.m. the same evening. We 
were met at the airport by Harvey and Margaret Dahl from the Deseret 
Ranches and a representative of the Mayor and the airport manager. Harvey 
had a car right on the field next to the plane. We got in that and drove 
directly to the baggage area where we picked up our baggage in a matter of 
minutes and then departed at once for th Sheraton Twin Towers Hotel. 

We no sooner arrived than a heavy downpour of rain came and a 
severe electrical storm. This brought much needed moisture and cooled off 
the otherwise very hot and muggy temperature. 

Harvey had picked up our key so we were preregistered and went 
immediately to the fourth floor to rooms 432, 433, and 434. Harvey and 
Arthur on either side of us in our room 433. 

After a brief rest, I went downstairs to the lobby in company with 


Harvey Dahl and Arthur and met Brother Murray Rawson, former Mission 


President in Florida,and Chief Buffalo Tiger of the Micossukee Indian tribe 
of Miami. They are cousins to the Seminole Indians. Buffalo Tiger is a tall, 
handsome and well-educated man and has been chief of his tribe of approximately 
450 Indians for some years now. He is very much interested in the Church 
and was the first of the chiefs in Florida to tell Brother Murray Rawson 
that the teachings of their tribe were lost and he, the chief, thought they were 
buried in New York. Many years ago the chief lived in the New York area. 

I had inquired of Murray Rawson earlier when he sought to make the 
appointment just what Buffalo Tiger wanted to see me about, and his answer 
was that I had been a great friend of the Indians and the chief wanted to meet 


me and become better acquainted, 


We had a pleasant visit for about 45 minutes and then Chief Buffalo 


Tiger and Murray Rawson left and the six of us went in and had a light 


supper and then returned to our rooms to retire for the night. 


Saturday, June 25, 1977 

Arose early and drove out to Disney World where we were given 
special consideration and some courtesy tickets. Rode the monorail and then 
went in to see the very remarkable presentation in the''Hall of the Presidents!! 
J am endeavoring to get a transcript of the message there of some of the 
taiks given by various Presidents, including President Abraham Lincoln, 


who gave one taik which ended with the statement that he was convinced that 


rman had been made for immortality. He also gave the famous talk at what 


point should we watch for the point of invasion. He said that no foreign 


nation could ever take a drink from the Ohio River or set foot on the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. If ever we were to fall, it would be from the danger 


within.

Although there was what seemed to us to be a big crowd, it was a 
light day. We were able to go right in, without waiting, to the ''Hall of the 
Presidents'' and then went to another lighthearted show called, ''The Music 
of the Bears," which Brother and Sister Dahl wanted us to see. It was a 


delightful animated song and dance program by some artificial bears. We 


then rode a horse-drawn carriage down Main Street back to the monorail 
which took us over to the Disneyland Hotel where we had a nice salad for 
lunch and then departed. 

We went directly from there to the Cypress Gardens and arrived 
in time to see an excellent display of water skiing and men flying on the 
water kites which are pulled by fast-moving speedboats. We then took an 
electric boat along the canals through the cypress groves, which was very 


quiet and informative. 


Following this pleasant visit to the Cypress Gardens, which is a very 


beautiful place, we drove directly to the hotel and after a brief rest got 
changed into our formal clothes, Camilla in her long dress and me in my 
tuxedo, and went downstairs in the Sheraton Towers for the Golden Plate 
Achievement Award dinner. Although the dinner was about the poorest that 

T have ever eaten--cold and lacking in flavor and taste--the occasion was a 
gala one. There were many notables there, some of whom were being honored 
and others who had been honored in years gone by. Lowell Thomaswas Master 
of Ceremonies, Helen Hayes was the Co-chairman, Judge John Sirica was 
there and the speciai prosecutor, Leon Jaworski, Howard Cosell, the sports 


were present 
announcer, several radio, TV and movie characterg, also Alex Haley, the 


black writer who was the author of the book, “Roots'', also the Secretary 

of the Navy, General of the Marines, who heads up the Marines, anda 
daring 

General from {Israel who led the/raid to Entebbe where they rescued the 


hostages being held by Idi Amin in Africa. Dinner and program lasted until 


after 11 o'clock and then we retired to our beds. 


Sunday, June 26, 1977 

At 10 o'clock, we checked out of the hotel and left with Brother and 
Sister Dahl and drove to their home (the manager's home) at Deseret Ranches, 
about 50 miles south and east of Orlando, where we had a very lovely suest 
room with private bath. We spent the day visiting and resting, and at 
6 o'clock in the evening attended sacrament meeting in the Ellsworth Ward, 
Orlando Florida Stake. The chapel is just five miles up the road from Brother 
Dahl's home and, of course, is on the ranch. The ranch is owned by the 


Church and has 300,000 acres. Most of it is in pasture for cattle. There 


are 60, 000 head of cattle and about 30, 000 acres of oranges and grapefruit 


and then large groves of cypress wood which is being harvested. There are 
more than 80 employees on the ranch, plus their families. All live on the 
ranch and seem very contented and happy. The speakers were President 
Freeman E. Baggett, president of the Orlando Florida Stake, Maurine Haycock, 
Arthur Haycock, Camilla and myself. There had been some announcement 
ahead of time so we had several hundred in attendance. Unfortunately, the 

air conditioning had broken down during the day so. it was very hot and humid. 
Also the public address systern was faulty and the speaker made a great deal of 
noise with static. 

At the close of the meeting, we shook hands with a number of people 
and then returned to the home and a short while later, President Freeman 
Baggett and his family came by and visited briefly on their way back to Orlando. 
Then two of Brother Dahl's assistants, Assistant Manager, Brother Oscar 


Crosby and his wife, and Brother Robert Justesen and his wife; came by 


and visited, and then we had supper together and then family prayer before 


they returned. 


Monday, June 27, 1977 
Arose early and went for a nice walk over to the highway, which is 


about a block from the home, and saw the orange groves across the street. 


~ 


After breakfast, we went for a ride with our entire group all around the 
ranch, at least a part of it, and saw a great deal of wildlife, pigs, deer, 
and wild boar, and lots of beautiful birds. 

We then drove over to the Kennedy Space Center, about 40 miles 
away on the Atlantic Coast, where we had lunch at the cafeteria and then 
at 1:30 met with Mr. Lee R. Scherer, Director of the United States Space 
Exploration Program. We visited with him in his office and board room 
where he showed us a number of slides on the program's space shots that 
had gone on before and what is scheduled for the future. The next shot will 
be July 14 for Japan--a weather satelite--and then presently being tested in 
California is a space shuttle ship now being tested with a 747 as a piggyback. 
When it is perfected, it will be launched into the atmosphere and will be able 
to carry a big payload and repair other satelites and assist in rescue 
operations and other important things. It can stay up for a month or more. 

Mr. Scherer's assistant, Mr. Taylor, then took us in an air- 


conditioned limousine over to the assembly building, which is one of the 


largest buildings, if not the largest building in square footage any where in 
the world (fifty stories high) and is where the satelites are assembled. A 
giant Caterpillar platform then moves underneath it and transports it to the 
launching pad. It takes seven hours to take it to the launching pad, a distance 
of about three miles. 

We then went into the actual room where the operations of the launch 
are conducted and had a demonstration of the last three minutes of the most 
recent launching, a very dramatic and a very graphic demonstration with the 
actual sounds and communications of those last three minutes of a satelite 
that rendezvoused with the Russian satelite. 


We then had a view of the entire operation and then went outside and 


saw a satelite which had been set up in its various sections, which was very 


interesting indeed. Mr. Taylor then gave us each a book, 
which goes into great detail about this program. 

We then returned back to the rarich and after supper, just at evening 
time, went for a drive over part of the acreage and saw dozens of deer and 
wild pigs, saw a bobcat and many beautiful birds. While we were at the 
space site, we saw an alligator in a lake nearby. 

After we returned from the Kennedy Space Center, we all went 
horseback riding with Brother and Sister Dahi and Brother and Sister Crosby 
out into the woods behind the house. We had a delightful time, then returned, 
and‘after our ride through the ranch to see the deer and the pigs and the 


other animals, we had family home evening. The subject was patriarchal 


blessings. 


Tuesday, June 28, 1977 

Arose early and left at 7:30 and went to a nearby lake. All of us 
went fishing. We took turns going out in a boat and trolling while others 
fished from the shore. We caught several fish each and had a very pleasant 
time. We then returned to the house and had breakfast. 

After breakfast and a brief rest, we then rode out on the ranch to 
some of the canals and there we took a ride on an airboat. It is a flat- 
bottomed plastic boat, driven iy inige airplane propeller. Brother Robert 
Justesen was the operator. He uses the airboat to patrol the rivers and the 
canals to look for poachers, those who come in and steal the deer, the pigs 
and the cattle. Camilla and I went first, a distance of about 20 miles or 
more up the canal and out into the Saint Johns River and over to a large lake 
which opens on to the Atlantic Ocean. By using this system of canals, you 3 
could travel ali the way to Miami, Florida. We had a delightful time. In 
places, we came to large patches of Watiy lilies or water hyacinth and could 
see no water at all, but the airboat just sailed right up on top of those without 
any difficulty. It was.a very wonderful experience. We then returned and 
Arthur and Maurine went for a ride while the rest of us fished, and then Brother 
and Sister Dahl took a ride on the airboat and then all returned to the home 
for further rest and relaxation. 

At 6:30 p.m., we went about five miles down the road to the rodeo 
grounds iieke the whole ranch community--all the families and their children-- 


turned out for a hamburger fry, made of delicious beef. We had hamburgers 


baked beans, potato chips and soft drinks--~all that we could eat--and ice 
cream bars for desert. Following that, Brother Dahl, Arthur and I went 


for a horseback ride, and then we watched the rodeo, riding of bulls and 


roping of cows and calfs by the men and boys on the ranch. We hada 


delightful time. The weather was good, and everyone was very happy and 
congenial. We then returned to the home late in the evening, ready fora 


good night's rest. 


Wednesday, June 29, 1977 

Arose early and got on a bicycle and had a little ride up and down 
the road on the bicycle, then went across the road to the orange grove and 
rode with a black operator of a tractor that was pulling a large mowing 
machine cutting the grass between the_orange trees. The rows were about 
three quarters of a mile long. I rode up and back with him. 

Then we returned and had breakfast and then Arthur, Maurine and 
I got into the car and drove over to a nearby canal to see a large alligator, 
and on our way, we saw a beautiful mother deer (a doe) with two young 


fawns. They just stood and looked atus. They were very beautiful. 


We then went back where the black man was operating the mowing 
machine, ee I had my picture taken on the tractor. Brother Dahl then came 
and met us, and we returned to the house and got packed, ready to leave. 

At 10:30 a.m., Brother and Sister Oscar Crosby and his wife, 
Maurine, came to say good-bye tous. He is the assistant manager. We 
then drove to the airport at Orlando and checked in and boarded Eastern 
Airlines, flight #210, for Chicago, leaving there at 12:00 noon, arriving in 
Chicago at 1:24 central time. We were met by agents of the Eastern Airlines 
and taken to their private lounge where we waited for the departure of our 
next flight. In the meantime, we were able to talk on the telephone with our 
son Spencer at the law school and then with his wife Kathryn. Both Camilla 
and I had a good visit with them on the phone. 

We then departed at 3:50 p.m. on American, flight #633, for Salt 
Lake City, arriving on time at 5:54 p.m.- We were met at the airport by 
our driver who brought me a large envelope of mail that had accumulated 
at the office during my absence. We will be back in the harness again 
tomorrow morning. We have had a pleasant and lovely time and have been 


able to relax and get away from the telephone. We have acquired some sun- 


tan, and all in all, with the low altitude, feel much better. So we look 


forward to gettingback to the office. 


Friday, June 24, 1977 


Went to the office for about an hour and took care of some last minute details, 


then at 9:35 a.m. Arthur and Maurine, and Camilla and I took American Airlines, 


Flight #176 for Chicago where we will change planes and then fly on to Orlando, 


Florida, for the Annual Gold Plate Awards Banquet sponsored by the American Academy 


of Achievement.
